The president then introduced Hon. A. 


R. Bunn, who delivered an address of 
great earnestness and power, which held 
the rapt attention of tha large audience 
for an hour and a half. 
The speaker 


.commenced by saying that he was glad to 
see ' so large an audience assembled to 
consider the, temperance question, as it 
indicated that they were 'persistent in 
their,endeavors to suppress the sale and 
use of intoxicating liquors. The fact that 
so large an assemblage could be convened 
,tt|teij so Many meetings had been held, 
Itjdieatcd a deep-seated interest in the 
Ji.paj.'is of the' people, and showed that 
they were desperately in earnest, and he 
said that these continuous Mid enthusiastic 
meetmgs were a Warning to those who 
had predicted that the interest in the 
cause of temperance would soon die out, 
and the men who had reformed would 
return to their 
cups—that their prophe- 


cies would not prove true. The boys, said 
the speaker, are going to stick not only to 
their pledge, but to the temperance work, 
and would show the liquor dealers of 
Decatur that they meant to sweep the 
traffic from the city. 


The speaker said that he was a believer 


in a supreme being, and he thought that 
those who were listening to him believed 
in God as the creator of all things and the 
supreme ruler of the universe. 


He also believed in prayer, and was of 


the opinion that no great reformatory 
movement could succeed without prayer 
to and dependence upon the great God. 
To the earnest prayers which have been 
offered up in connection with this temper- 
ance movement the speaker attributed 
the wonderful success .that had attended 
it. The speaker went on to say that God 
created man for his own glory, and for 
the happiness of the being created, and it 
was there for man's duty to do all in his 
power to promote his own real happiness 
and that of his fellow-men. 


Tho question was then asked by the 


speaker, does the sale or use of intoxicat- 
ing liquors do anybody any good? Can it 
be shown that it ever promoted any one's 
happiness in a single instance? He could 
challenge the world to show any such 
case; but, on the contrary, he could show 
where it bad produced untold misery and 
wretchedness. This point-was elaborated 
in a manner most thrilling, and the pic- 
ture drawn by the orator of the wide- 
spread ruin which whisky has wrought, 
was in the'highest degree startling, though 
by no means exaggerated. 


The speaker said that people were made 


happy by doing good to others, and Ihere 
was no way in whie.h they otnild do more 
good than by cneapinfi in the temperance 
worK. This temperance movement had 
curried joy to many hearts -ind homes, 
and appealed to the president of the 
meeting for proof of bis denl'iration.— 
Taking this gentleman by the hand, he 
congratulated him upon his redemption 
from the power of alcohol, nmifl the cheers 
of the large and enthusiastic audience. 


The speaker further said that the people

"ON what part of the earth will the sun 


first shine on Sunday, July'20, and why?" 


The theoretical answer would be on the 


most eastern meridian, but, of course, on 
account of the sphericity of the earth, 
such a"tneridian does not absolutely exist, 
but must be taken relative to sonic other, 
as a fixed starting point. 


The practical part of the answer is, to 


ascertain what place is taken as the start 
ing point. 


In fact, the meridian of Greenwich is 


taken and hence the sun would first shine, 
(for any date), on the 180th degree east of 
Greenwich, 
' 


This makes a rather peculiar state ol 


affairs near the 180th meridian. 


A traveller from San Francisco, going 


to Yokohama, arriving at the 180th degree, 
just at the close of July 27, would at the 
next moment find himself in July 29th. 


Rather an amusing incident occurre( 


on the Colorado, sailing from Yokohama 
to San Francisco in May, 1870. We ar 
rived at the meridian on Sunday, hence 
the next day had to be a Sunday also.—

Tho debutfe in both houses of con- 


gress, during the recent .session, upon 


ie proposition to remonc^ize silver, 


developed an amount of strength in, 
avor of the measure that was alto- 
zetlier unexpected.

which we refer. 
But time., lime kept 


on getting tighter, and -the stern logic 
if events" has served to open the eyes 
of tliousands to the fact that the act of 
1873 was a bit of legislation in favor of 
the rich and against the poor, in that it 
took the Icgal-tondur property away 
from the currency most easily obtaina- 


ble, and in effect decreed that all debts 
must be paid in that 
kind of money 


most difficult to obtain. 
The natural 


effect of this legislation followed, in 
the depreciation of silver and the cor- 
responding appreciation of gold, so that 
the money in which the debtor liquida- 
ted his indebtedness was the equivalent 
of a greater amount of labor and effort 
than before. 


Whether this legislation was the re- 


sult of a well-planned design upon the 
part of the creditor class, or not, the 
result has been the same, and the part 
of wisdom would seem to dictate the re 
peal of the obnoiious law. There cer 
tainly can be no injustice in paying the 
bondholder 
in that kind of money 


which was a legal-tender at the tiuie 
the debt was created. There can be no 
injustice in the government paying its 
debts in money that was too valuable to 
invest in bonds when the latter were 
issued.

At 
the conclusion of this address, D. U Bunn 
was called for and made a vigorous 
ipcech which he prefaced by reading the 
following letter from Albert Emerson, 
Esq., formerly of this citj, now prosecut- 
ing attorney for Piatt county. As the 
letter shows what is being done a.Monti- 
cello aud that vicinity, and indicates a 
marked change in^tlic habits and life of 
the writer, who is well known here, we 
give that portion of it which was read 
last evening. The letter is addressed to 
Captain TV. E. Bingham, of this city, and 
is as follow; 


"Well Captain, Christmas has passed 


and not one man in this community was 
intoxicated, and scarcely one drank a 
drop of intoxicating liquor in this town 
since you left us. There has been the 
o-reatest change in this community since 
this temperance movement began, that 1 
ever seen in any place, la tact, 1 can 
scarcely realize the change. There is more 
good feeling and the well wishes of others 
here now Ihan I ever saw anywhire.— 
Each is striving to see how much he and 
she can help their neighbor. I believe 
every child m this towu received a pres- 
ent on Christmas Eve. I believe every 
family in this town had a good dinner on 
Christmas day. One poor laboring man 
that signed the pledge and joined the He- 
form Club while you were here, and who 
before spent nearly all his hard-earned 
money for strong drink, himself and fam- 
ily suffering (or the necessaries of life, 
received three months' house rent as a 
Christinas present. I cannot enter into 
details, but I tell you, dear Captain, there 
are more happy homes iu Monticello to- 
night than were ever here before; and 
how can I keep out of such a work for 
humanityV We just closed a splendid 
meeting to-night.

SENATOR KELLOGG 


He Is Not Exactly Satisfied With the 


Way Things Are Working. 


Chicago Times. 


Senator William Pitt Kellogg, of 


Louisiana, is staying at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel for a. few days. 
He is shap- 


n« his arrangements to be in New Or- 
eans on New-Year day. 
It is about 


seven months since he was last in Louis- 
ana. 
Senator Kellogg says that his 


constituents are all heartily in sympathy 
with the Texas people regarding the 
border troubles. 
What the policy of 


the government is to be towarcUhc ma- 
•auding Mexicans is beyond hisj knowl- 
edge. "He was asked b} a Times' re- 
wftcr what question, in his opinion, was 
A' the most moment to the public just 
now, and the Senator replied that the 
financial question was of surpassing irn- 
jortancu to the masses, lie had voted 
» give the silver bill piecedence over 
the Matthews concurrent resolution, for 
the reason that he desired to bring it 
broadly before the Senate, in order that 
the arguments jnight be heard. 
lie 


thinks that after the holiday!) Congress 
will have got at the spirit of public sen- 
timent, and members will then vote 
with an understanding and a degree of 
intelligence that may prevent a blun- 
der. 
He has no settled, unalterable 


convictions, at, yet, regarding the finan- 
cial question, and he believed there 
were a good many other senators who 
occupy a similar position. They arc 
searching after public sentiment. Sen- 
ator Kellogg thinks the president went 
astray in his New York appointments. 
The case was that of Hayes vs. Hayes. 
It was a thrust at his civil-service pol- 
icy. 
It seemed like contravening his 


own order. He fails to discover that 
the republican party has gained strength 
under the present administration. There 
n Mime (li.-bdti&fdctioii in the North, 
and there is no evidence that the party 
has been strengthened in the South.— 
He argues, therefore, that as a body it 
is weaker to-day than it was before the 
last presidential election—at least die 
reporter so understood. He says there 
is more vitality in the party in Louisi- 
ana than in any other two states in the 
Union. 
All 
that 
is 
needed, he 


says, to preserve the organization in 
that state is for the president to put the 
machinery of the party in the hands of 
men who enjoy the confidence of the 
public, and mentioned Packard as a 
sample of the class of leaders he refer- 
red to. 
In speaking of party machi- 


nery and patronage, the senator express- 
ed himself with great vehemence, lie 
said there were a few men who had 
been thrown to the front, and who are 
now running the government. These 
men were decrying the practice of em- 
ploying party machinery and Federal 
patronage for securing partisan results. 
This was, he said, the most barefaced, 
flagrant hypocrisy. '•! know," said the 
senator, "tlutt every cog in the party 
was well lubricated and then set in 
motion, and that the machinery and 
patronage of the party were put to their 
best possible use; anil but for this these 
men who are now decrying the use of 
any such means would never have been 
able to warm the seats they occupy to- 
day. 
I am not mentioning names, un- 


derstand, but, in view of all the circum- 
stance.1', I sa'y'it is devilish bad taste on 
their part to run down the use of party 
machinery.'1 
Senator Kellogg added 


that if the democrats should go into 
power one of these days they would 
reward the captains of their tens, their 
twenties, their hundreds, and their thou- 
sands, according to the service he per- 
formed; and, said he, they will be doing 
right, llr wound up the conversation 
by again expressing his contempt for 
the men who so blatantly and hypocrit- 
ically anathematize the very means em- 
ployed to boost them into places of 
power and emolument. 


SHRINKAGE OF CORN. 


In answer to the question of uhow 


much docs corn lessen in weight by 
keeping dry, when compared with its 
weight at time of husking?" the super- 
intendent of the Pennsylvania Experi- 
mental Farm answers as follows: 


In the fall of 1870, Thomas Harvey 


put 400 pounds of sound corn (ears) in 
a lathed box to test its shrinkage. 
It 


was weighed and boxed November 18, 
quite ripe and dry. 
This was late for 


husking, you will notice. 
November 


22 one box was shelled out and made 5 
bushels 27£ quarts by measure, or 322 
pounds and 6 ounces, and averaged 551 
ounces to the bushel; cobs weighed 75 
pounds 8£ ounces, making the total loss 
2 pounds H ounces. The next box 
was shelled March 80, following, and 
made 5 bushels and 9 ounces, or 298 
pounds 8 ounces, averaging 56 pounds 
8 
1-B ounces per bushel; the cobs 


weighed 54 pounds and 10 ounces, or 7 
3-4 per cent, on the grain, and a loss of 
11 1-2 per cent, corn and cobs. This 
result would have been quite different 
if the boxes had been filled with early- 
husked, large-cobbed corn. 
I have had 


lar"-ar ears that lost 50 per cent, from 
th<T time they were first husked till 
thoroughly dried. 


An experiment with unshelled corn 


by another party resulted aB follows: 


In 1875, November 13, put in crib 


52 bushels (ears) weight, 1,976 pounds; 
on the 15th, do,, weight, 1,980 pounds; 
on the 17th, do., weight, 1,970-45 2-8 
pounds per bushel when cribbed. 
Au- 


gust 3,1876, it weighed out of crib 31 
1-2 bushels, or 1,070 pounds for each 
draft put in crib.

now weighed 34 3-4 pounds, making a

THE HORRORS OF PLEVNA. 


The Inter-Ocean'a London special of 


the 26th gives the following, with ref- 
erence to the situation at Plevna: 


Mr. Macgahan, the correspondent of 


the London Daily Neius at 
Plevna, 


sends a terrible story of the state of 
things prevailing in and arourd 
the 


captured town. 
Before the receut great 


storm Plevna was simply a c ham el 
house. 
Modern warfare has no parallel 


for it, and its horrors can only be com- 
pared to those which followed in the 
wake of Ohenghis Khan or Timour, as 
their savage Tartar hordes swept over 
and desolated Asia. 
The famisheddogs, 


of which there are always large numbers 
in every Turkish town, were feeding on 
the corpses of the dead and the bodies 
of the still living wounded. The .sav- 
age howls of the greedy brutes as they 
tore the putrid flesh of the dead and 
crunched the bones between theirtecth, 
the cries and groans of the wounded as 
they vainly struggled with the dogs, 
might be heard for miles around, and 
made the soul sick. 
Birds were pick- 


ing at the skulls, hopping from body to 
body, with beaks and plumage besmear- 
ed with human blood, and screaming 
with fiendish delight. - Dogs fought 
among themselves, and bird struggled 
with bird for the possession of a morsel 
of human flesh, and the most indescrib- 
able horror prevailed, 
In one house 


alone thirty-seven dead and fifty-three 
wounded Turks were found, some of the 
former in a half decomposed and putrid 
state, and the wounded in a condition 
that can be more easily imagined than 
described. 
Some of the wounded were 


able to crawl about, and clutched at odd 
morsels of food that were found in the 
hands of the dead, devouring it with 
avidity ; but thousands of them were 
utterly helpless, and awaited death or 
succor with a listless fatalism. 
One 


thousand prisoners were huddled togeth- 
er on the bank of the Vid, and the hor- 
rors of their position equaled those of 
the great plague which ravaged Kurope 
in the fourteenth century. 
Living and 


dead were piled together promiscuously 
in heaps like wood, and carted away.— 
There were only three carts available 
for the work, and the confusion was in- 
describable. 
Osman's braviry is stain- 


ed and blackened by his treatment of 
the Russian wounded that fell into his 
hands. 


The Bucharest correspondent of the 


Herald says that a fearful retribution 
has overtaken a part of Osman's army, 
which was caught on the march by that 
dreadful snowstorm. Fate seems to be 
wreaking vengeance for the slaughter 
of the Russian wounded, whose corpses 
lie unburicd on the hills around Plevna. 


.FARMVILLE, Va., Dec. 27.—A shock- 


ing tragedy occurred here to-day. Col. 
William Randolph Berkeley, an eminent 
lawyer of this place, was seated in his 
office, conversing with Mr. Alfred Moth, 
Cashier of the English and American 
Bank, when a knock was heard at the 
door, and Col. Berkeley got up to an- 
swer it. 
On opening the door a shot 


was fired from without, and the Colonel 
fell back with a shot in his temple. 
Immediately afterwards Capt. William 
H. 
Kennedy entered the 
office, and 


stepping behind Col. Berkeley's desk, 
placed a pistol to his own head and 
fired. Mr. Moth says all ho heard was 
a remark by Capt. Kennedy as he first 
fired, which intimated that he had some 
grievance against the Colonel. 
It is 


stated thatKennedy made three previous 
attempts on his own life, and for a long 
time had been in a moody and despon- 
dent condition. 
Col. Berkeley died in- 


stantly. He leaves a large family. lie 
was a "member of the law firm of Berk- 
eley & Berkeley, of Richmond. Kennedy 
still lives, but there is no hope of his 
recovery. 
He was 
formerly 
from 


Petersburg. 


THE New York Tribune is fearfully

THEN AJfU SOW. 


Heitry Ward Beecher's Sketch of the 


Hard Times of 1837 40. 


In a lecture delivered to his congre- 


gation in Indianapolis in 1844, Mr. 
Beecher thus alluded to the commercial 
disasters through which the country 
had then hut recently passed. 
The 


reader will notice in the times as here 
described a strong resemblance to the 
present :

SENATOR OGLESBY ON FINANCE. 


MADE AJi ASSIGNMENT. 


The unexpected news was received in 


town this morning that Jacob Uunn, the 
^reat Springfield banker, had made an 
assignment and closed his doors. 
The 


particulars have not been received, but 
the general supposition in Decatur is 
that Mr. Bunn's large interests in man- 
i'octuring establishments had burdened 
him BO heavily that it became impossi- 
ble for him to "pull through" these tight 
times. 
It is thought that he will be 


able, eventually, to meet all his obliga- 
tions, and was forced to suspend, not 
because his assets were insufficient to 
meet his liabilities, but because it was 
impossible to convert them into money. 
Ilis suspension cannot possibly afiect 
the standitig of any of the Decatur 
bunks, none of which had any money on 
deposit with him. 


The failure of such a man as Jacob 


Uunn is u public calamity. 
He has 


been a man of great enterprise, and by 
his ^onerous aid lias helped 
thousands 


nt' laboring ni''ii to find employment. 
The enterprises in which he was inter- 
c»ted must necessarily suffer by reason 
of his

The Citizens' meeting called at the 


court house for Saturday afternoon, for 
the purpose of considering the finances of 
the country and discussing the money 
question, was quite largely attended.— 
Hon. A. B. Bunn called the meeting to 
order, and nominated Mr. J. G. Harnsbar 
ger, of Whitraore, as chairman, who was 
unanimously elected, when Mr. Harns- 
barger declined the honor, and J. H. 
Pickrcll, Esq., of Harristown, was nomi- 
nated and elected. Upon taking the chair, 
Mr. Pickrcll thanked the meeting for the 
honor conferred upon him, and offered a 
few pertinent remarks. I. D. Walker 
was then nominated and confirmed secre- 
tary. On motion of lion. S. S .lack, a 
commitlee ot live on resolutions was ap- 
pointed by the chair, consisting of the 
following gentlemen: Hon. H S. Jack, 
Head Spencer, Joshua Green, II. 13. Dur- 
fce and Col. P. \V. Taylor. At the re- 
quest of the chairman, Mr. Jack, the 
committee retired for consultation. 


Senator Oglesbv was then introduced 


and spoke with his usual freedom and 
force, discussing for nearly two hours the 
finances of the eountiy, dwelling particu- 
larly upon the money question. He com- 
menced by referring to the general de- 
pression in the feelings of the American 
people and of the general desire on (hen- 
part to discover some means by which 
their condition might, be improved finan- 
cially. He said then seemed to be a feel- 
ing, induced be thought by the stringency 
of the times und the general prostration of 
the industries of the country, that some- 
thing was wrong and » suppressed fear 
that we, as a people, are on the eve of 
some terrible disaster. The American 
people, said the senator, are a liberty-lov- 
ing people and we have made a great fuss 
about our liberties; we are also an indus- 
trious people. He had heard it suggested 
that the people of the west were trying to 


er, England's money standard may not 
suit the American people any mote than 
do her government and institutions. The 
speaker said that he was a friend to 
greenbacks and had been ever since their 
first issue, and thought they should take 
the place of national bank notes as fast as 
bank charters expired. He believed if 
they were the only paper currency of the 
country they would circulate in England 
inside of ten years. His policy would be 
to first pay the interest-bearing bonded 
debt, and then discharge the other debts 
of the government. The speaker express- 
ed the belief that the silver bill would pass 
the senate. As the greenback bears no 
interest he was in favor of its continued 
circulation; 
there 
being 
$351,000,000- 


greenbacks in circulation they could not 
be paid at once except by issuing 4 per 
cent, bonds, and to this he was decidedly 
opposed. 
Indeed the speaker said he 


hoped to see grcnbacks the money of the 
country. . 


At the conclusion of Senator Oglcsby's 


speech, the committee on resolutions re- 
ported a lengthy series, which elicited a 
protracted discussion. 
Several changes 


were suggested, and the committee retir- 
ed to incorporate the same into the reso- 
lutions which, as finally reported by the 
committee and adopted by the meeting, 
are as follows: 


WriEKE.vs, The Congress of the U. S. 


under the articles of confederation in 
1775, adopted the silver dollar as the unit 
of moneys; and 


WIIEUEAB, Congress, under the consti- 


tution of 17112, enacted that "the money 
of the L'nitcd States be in dollars or units, 
to be of the value ot the Spanish milled 
dollar, as the same is now current," which 
was of the weight, of 417 grains, and con- 
tained 371-| grains of pure silver, and 
although by act of Congress passed in 
1837, the weight of the silver dollar was 
reduced to 412J- grains, the reduction was 
in the amount of alloy and the intrinsic 
value of the dollar remained the sume; and 


\VIIEHEAS, The silver dollar continued 


to be the monetary standard of value in 
this country, and was frequently the only 
metallic legal tender currency in use till 
the past live years, when its power ne

clear sky. The people were not less sur- 
prised whcr in 1873 they found their sil- 
ver dollar had been stricken from exis- 
tence, and as in the case alluded to, the 
resentment arousfd among Ihe people 
would not let up ustil slavery was abol- 
ished. So let the friends of the silver dol- 
lar demand a law for its rccoinage until 
such law is passed by congress. The 
English capitalist wants gold us the only 
standard, and sonic Americans are anx- 
ious to imitate England in this regard.

THE S1LTER QUESTION. 


Hon. J. 6. Cannon's Speech at Dan- 


Tllfe. 


The Danville people had a silver 


meeting on Monday night, which was 
addressed by the Hon. J. 0. Cannon, 
who spoke as follows: 


GENTLEMEN: I believe this is your 


meeting, not mine. I noticed in the 
paper, when I arose this morning, an 
announcement that you were going to 
hold a meeting here to-night to con- 
sider what action you would take, by 
resolution or otherwise, touching cer- 
tain legislation now pending in the Na- 
tional 
Congress. 
I also noticed the 


names published of several gentlemen, 
including my own, who would probably 
addre.ss the meeting. 
I came as a spec- 


tator, as a citizen, more to see what 
your temper was than anything else,— 
certainly more for that purpose than to 
take any part in the meeting. 
But 


touching this proposed legislation I am 
ready, in season and out of season— 
Monday Tuesday and every other day 
of day week—in the day-time or in the 
night, anywhere and at all times, to bear 
my testimony, because it is a subject 
that I have an opinion about, and have 
had an opinion about, for the last two 
years, having been called upon as your 
Representative to investigate and take 
action upon it nearly two years ago; 
and I have ?een no cause to change my

opinion. 


I believe, however, there is more op- 


position to the legislation developed 
now throughout the country than at 
any time heretofore, because the time 
approaches when legislation will be had 
upon this Cjuestion. 


The question now before the people 


is: Shall Congress by apt and appropri- 
ate legislation, provide for the coinage 
of silver — that being the money of the 
constitution — by the mints of the Uni- 
ted States, and that that silver sh.'ill be 
an unlimited legal tender for all bcbts, 
both public and private. 


To my mind there are no two sides to 


this question. 
Now, is legislation to 


that effect right ? Have we under the 
law and under the contract a right to 
make silver an unlimited legal tender ? 
I suppose the right is not disputed. 
It 


would seem that T would insult your in- 
telligence! to argue that point. 


Then is it politic ? The monej of 


the constitution is gold and silver. It 
is out of the power of Congress to make 
anything else money except in time of 
war, as a war measure, from necessity. 
That beins; true I take it that it is also 
true that ft is out of the power of ('on- 
to demoneti/.c either of those precious 


have nine thousand one hundred and 
forty millions of dollars indebtedness. 
Now yon had the moral and legal tight 
to pay that debt in silver aa well as 
gold; and somebody asks what differ- 
ence would it make? Multiply your 
nine thousand millions by 8 per cent., 
and you get seven hundred and twenty 
millions of dollars. What more? 
The 


interest on that would be about forty- 
three millions of dollars that you need 
not pay under the contract. 


Another fact. la 1870 the agricul- 


tural products of Illinois, were, in 
round numbers, two hundred and sev- 
enty millions of dollars. The manufac- 
tured products were two hundred and 
twelve millions. 
Adding together, and 


counting 8 per cent on the total, you 
have in round numbers about thirty- 
two millions of dollars. At the time 
we contracted the debt, four hundred 
and twelve and one-half grains of silver 
to the dollar, nine-tenths fine, was the 
amount we agreed to give, and that is 
the amount we ought to pay. 
You [say 


silver is cheaper than gold, and there- 
fore more silver should be put in a dol- 
lar to make it ecpial to gold. 
Is it not 


just as good law, morals and logic, to 
put a little less gold in the dollar and 
bring the gold down to the silver? [Ap- 
plause.] 
The only difference is, the 


latter would benefit nine fellows and 
the former one. 


The cry is raised that this reuionct- 


izing scheme is in the interest of a sil- 
ver ring; that if the act passes it will 
enrich the owners of silver mines. 
I 


simply answer that, in kind, if it fails 
to pass it will enrich the owners of gold 
mines. 


In conclusion, Mr. Cannon pledged 


himself to support the bill now pending 
in congress, or any measure looking to 
the same result, stating that the bill

That is a 
mistake, 
t have said before, and say 


now, that 1 offer and give a premium to 
any man who can find anywhere on the 
face of any government obligation the 
word "gold.' 
V'ou cannot find it in 


any legislation prior to 1873. 
In the 


political platforms of both p.irties. coin 
is the word always used. 


It lias been said that we always 


speak of thc.se bonds as being payable 
in gold, and therefore it is right to cx- 
acrgold in payment. It is true that 
we d'id so speak of them, and why '! Be- 
cause from 183J up to 1873 the silver 
dollar of 412] grains, nine-tenths tine, 
was never uo' ill less than 
three, and 


most of the time worth seven and eight 
per cent, moie than gold. That was 
the reason yon used gold iu payment of 
customs and interest, and you spoke of 
debts being payable in gold. 
It would 


be ridiculous, when we hud the power 
to pay in cheaper metal, to speak of

After luuing reduced tho furni- 


ture to that state of grease that it was 
:io lunger safe to sit down, the uiiscre- 
mts gathered 
around the piano and 


sung. 'What Shall the Harvest Be?' 
intil Mr. Sawyer, mild as he was, re- 
gretted ho could not take a sharp scythe 
,nd reap an immediate and bloody har- 
cst. 
While these blood-curdling out 


•ages were in progress m tho parlor, the 
good small boy kept himself carefully 
nit of the room. lie was not, however, 
wasting his time iu idle rage, 
lie, too, 


heard the melodious inquiries as to the 
harvest, and remarked to himself that 
they would find out all about the har- 
vest if they would only wait a few inin- 
itcs. Mc.uiwhilc he was busily engaged 
in carrying pailw of water and emptying 
them on the front step and along the 
walk leading from the front door gate. 
The night was cold and the water froy.e 
rapidly. 
Under the admirable manage- 


ment 
the ice acquired an unusually 


smooth and slippery character, and when 
the work was thoroughly done the small 
boy retired to the second story front 
window and awaited for the surprise 
party to break up. The moon was at

was scarcely a member of the party who 
escaped 'vithout 
more- or less serious 


wounds, cither of body or clothing. 
Seventeen Icg^, two ribs, six arms, and 
a nose wore broken; five ankles and six 
wrists were '-praincd and one shoulder 
was di.-located. 
The icy pavement was 


strewed with fragments of teeth, spec- 
tacles, coats, trousers and Jskirts, and 
Master Sawyer picked up enough cop- 
per and silver change the next morning 
to enable him to buy twelve tickets in a 
raffle for a broken shot-gun, and to sub- 
scribe handsomely to the missionary 
fund. 
It is generally believed that 


there will never be another surprise 
party in Brookfield, and it isunder con- 
templation among middle-aged house- 
holders to present Master Sawyer with 
a service of marbles, and a life member- 
ship in the Foreign Missionary Society 
as a testimony of their esteem and 
gratitude."

THE BEMOJf OP THE HOUSEHOLD. 


From the Boston Globe. 


Mrs. Livermore, in her lecture on 


"The 
Coming Man," says that in the, 


good time coming the kitchen and the 
laundry will be elinuWted from the 
household. If there is a good time com- 
ing this must be true, because there 
can never be a good time until they arc 
banished. The real demon of the mod- 
ern household is the kitchen 
stove. 


With the servant maid as the instrument 
of its malignant purpose', it succeeds in 
carrying into homes where there should 
be only peace, repose and comfort, con- 
stant fret and worry. It spoils the 
temper and ruins the health of its spec- 
ial victim, the mistress of the household, 
and furnishes the occasion of a large 
portion of those domestic troubles which 
are the source of so much unhappiness. 
It makes a life of uncongenial toil and 
constant 
trial for woman, when her 


highest duties 
call for leisure and 


serenity of mind. 
How many a woman, 


with exquisite tastes, fine education and 
the highest aspirations, comes to the 
head of a household to find herself a 
drudge through the relentless malignity 
of the kitchen stove. 
Her thoughts 


become absorbed in the round of break- 
fast, dinner and supper, and the de- 
mands of the butcher and grocer. She 
must look out for sugar, butter, flour 
and spices; she must sec that washing 
and ironing are properly done; she must 
rectify faults of cooking; she must pre- 
vent waste arid slovenliness in kitchen 
and pantry; and perhaps for weeks to- 
gether she may be tormented 
with 


harassing experiments with servants be- 
fore getting one that is even endurable. 
Even with the best of help she must 
exercise a supervision that absorbs her 
time and attention. Meantime her taste 
for literature, for art, for music, finds 
no chance of gratification, and begins 
to be lost or to assert itself only at in- 
tervals filled with regret or humiliation 
at the enforced neglect. 
Little char- 


itable devices that were once cherished 
arc forgotten, social duties and pleas- 
ures lapse into irregularity or neglect, 
and life seems somehow a great disap- 
pointment. 


And if the woman bccomi-o a mother. 


with new burdens and responsibilities, 
the torture of the kitcheii-i-tovc is great- 
ly increased. 
As her children grow up 


she needs patience, she needs leisure, 
she needs self-culture, to enable her 
properly to direct the development of 
character and the discipline of mental 
powers; but her timrs goe«, she knows 
not how. her temper is fretted into im- 
patience of which she is ashamed, and 
her thoughts are distracted, that which 
should be pleasure as well as a duty is 
neglected or slurred over, and all mi ac- 
count of the black, stolid, but unmerci- 
ful demon in tho kitchen. 
How is the 


spell of the monster to be broken and 
its blighting influence got rid of? 
In 


the division of labor there is not only 
case but economy. Wo got our olothcs 
cheaper and hotter by not attempting to 
make them oursehes. 
Why can we not 


get our food cheaper and bettor by hav- 
ing those ftirnHi it \\ho make a busi- 
ness of providing meals for families? If 
the) '!o it on a large scale for in.iny 
families, they can economize material as 
well as get it cheaper, economize' time 
and labor, and be a'nlu to furnish us with 
our daily bread at less cost than we eon 
make it for ourselves.

"For if we believe that Jesus Christ died and 
OBO again, oven so them also which sleep in 
csns will God bring with him I"—1 Thess. t-14. 
Faith in Christ not only "robs death of 
ts sting," and thereby wipes away the 
.tailing tear, suppresses the rising sob 
md comforts the bereaved heart, but in 
he case of the departed Christian, oblit- 
erates the very word of "death" itself, 
vith nil its terrible significance and per- 
mits us to inscribe on his or her tomb the 
comforting and suggestive words, "the 
sleep in Jesus"—Christ says of Lazarus 
ieceased: "Lazarus sleepeth; but I go 
.hat I may awake him out of sleep.,"— 
Juke says of the Martyr Stephen, "he fell 
asleep." There is nothing to our minds 
repulsive in the idea of sleep. How pa- 
tiently and with what yearning love the 
rcother watches her sleeping babe? It is 
true that for the time being she is depriv- 
ed of the pleasure of fondling and lavish- 
ng caresses on her child or listening to its 
childlike prattle, but there is no Borrow in 
her heart; there is no dark foreboding in 
reference to that sleep in her mind. She 
looks forward with fond anticipation, 
when the hour shall have passed, to its 
awakening. And BO with the Christian as 
lo his or her friends who "sleep in Jesus." 
Sleep interrupts communion and friendly 
intercourse. What more does the "sleep 
in Jesus?" Sleep is a cessation from toil 
and labor. What more is death? "Yea 
saith the Spirit, for they rest from their 
labors and their works do follow them." 
Sleep refreshes and invigorates; is "kind 
nature's sweet restorer." How much more 
the "sleep in Jesusf" when this corrupti- 
ble shall have put on incorruption and 
this mortal immortality. Sleep is but for 
the night. And what are our lives? Only 
a vapor—swifter than the weaver's shut- 
tle, even as the "morning cloud and the 
early dew." But you say the morning re- 
stores our sleeping loved ones! Yes, the 
morning of the resurrection will restore 
to us our loved who "sleep in Jesus."- 
"For if we believe that Jesus died anc 
rose again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus, will God bring with Him." 
We 


often thoughtlessly associate with death 
and even the death of the Christian, the 
idea of being lost. The bereaved parent 
says, "I have lost a son or u daughter.' 
There is something in such expressions, to 
my mind, so fall of despondency, so full 
of unbelief, so materialistic, that makes 
themgrate harshly on the car. Continents 
and seas may separate us from our friend 
but we never think of using such a word 
as lost to indicate their absence from us 
And it is not strange that under the influ- 
ence of such a thought, our griel' shoulc 
break forth afresh, again und again, anc 
we lind it difficult indeed to be resigned 
to the afflictive dispensation of God's 
providence, and Miy, "Not my will, but 
thine be done." Jesus strikes at this feel- 
ing when He suys "Let not your heart be 
troubled. In my Father's house arc many 
mansions; I go to prepare a place for you; 
I will come again and receive you to my- 
self, that where I am there ye may be 
also." This is one of God's mansions; 
Heaven is but another. 
"Do not I fill 


Heave n and Earth, saith the I,ord':" 
This 


is subject tochunge; there all is permanent 
and enduring. 
This but the outer court; 


(Afiithe "Holy of Holies." "There shall 
in no wise enter into that anything that 
defilcth, neither that worketu abomina- 
tion ormakcth a lie;" "and there shall be 
no night there, aud they need no candle, 
neither light ol the sun, for 
I lie Lord 


Godgivcth them light; and there shall be 
no more curse, but the throne of God uud 
the Lamb shall be in it, and his servants 
shall serve him, and God shall wipe nwaj 
all teais from their eyes; and there shall 
be no more death, neither sorrow nor cry- 
ing; neither shall there be any more pain, 
for the former things have passed away 
and they sball sec his face, and bis name 
shall be in their forehead.s" Ought we 
then to grieve at the departure of God's 
sanctified ones? Ought we to wish them 
back again, to live over again their live 
in tbis world of sin, where the trail of tht 
serpent is seen upon all that is fair ami 
beautiful and good?

"far better to be with Christ"—"to bt 
absent from the body and present with 
the Lord." No more temptation for them 
without. 
No more doubts and fears 


within. No more feeling that,when I would 
do good, evil is present with me, aud the 
good I would, I do not; and the evil I 
would not, that I do." No more crying 
out in the bitterness of defeat, "0 wretch- 
ed man that I am, who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death?" No more 
languishing on beds of sickness and of 
pain. No more "partings which press the 
life from out the heart." No more "seeing 
through a glass darkly, and knowing only 
in part." All this is of the earth, earthly; 
and the reverse of it all, and more, is 
heaven—"being present with the Lord," 


How comforting then are these truths to 


us to-day, in reference to this daughter, 
this sister, this friend, whose remains, 
whose clay tenement ia only with us, who 
has left us to enter that better land which 
is afar off, and that city which has foun- 
dations, whose builder and maker is God? 
Her Christianity was that of youth, and 
growing with her growth, and Btrengthen- 


ng with her strength, she laid hold of 
he promise, "I IOTC them that loye me, 
and they that seek me early shall find 
me."

spring of 1869. Leavinjall herimrnedmte 
relatives behind her in emigrating to this 
country, God evidently watched over her 
und directed her, as is manifest in casting 
her lot among those who, up to the hour 
of her departure, remained her steadfast 
and warm friends, and who tenderly care 
for her dust to-day. As to the particular 
phase of her Christianity, as one who 
knew her well remarked to me, it was 
more that of "Mary" than that of "Mar- 
tha," contentedly "sitting al tho feet of 
Jesus" and learning of Him. In all relat- 
ing to her God and her fellowmen, she 
was in an eminent degree conscientious; 
faithful 
in all things that was entrusted 


to her, "and diligent in what her hands 
found to do." 
In her friendships warm 


and steadfast—highly 
appreciating the 


kindnesses shown her, and exquisitely sen- 
sitive in her feelings. Of a sunny heart, 
she had yet her clouds. Regarding her 
life as very short in its span, she prepared 
for the approach of death, so that when 
her physician (in the midst of whose kind 
and devoted family she was permitted to 
spend her last days on earth) told her that 
the end he feared was approaching. 
She 


was; neither startled nor alarmed, but 
remarked that "it was all right—that the 
Lord would provide." 


Though far removed from father and 


mother and the home of her childhood in 
her last sickness, I can testify from my 
own observation, that during her last 
hours on earth, every act that paternal 
care and forethought and maternal love 
could have suggested was generously 
done for her by those devoted Christian 
friends, who watched over and ministerec! 
to her by day and by night, The Christ- 
love and sympathy were there manifes! 
and shone brightly, indicating the pres- 
ence of the Spirit of the Master, and the 
strength of that Christian bond that binds 
the disciples in one with Jesus, and that 
death cannot sever— 


"So he giveth his beloved sleep."

The testimony given before the jury 


went to show that deceased ended his 
days to get away from trouble induced 
ay his habits. In his pocket was found 
the following letter, which was read be 
fore the jury. The letter bears no date, 
and is in the following words: 


'Dear Mother—Your only sou has con- 


cluded to take his ownlife, and pass away 
to that land where troubles are unknown. 
This life has been to me a burden. I had 
a chance once, but missed it; but mother, 
O, dear mother, if I would just have lis- 
tened to your advice I would have been 
happy to-day. 
But dear mother, let 


the world see this confession, and let 
young men take warning; this is not the 
first example, but I hope the last for the 
young men of Decatur. Dear mother, I 
will now state to all who this may read, 
that you have suffered many pangs of 
woe on my account, and have forgiven me 
every time; but dear mother, you must 
suffer this the laat. Oh! I can hardly 
write these lines, but I can't help it- 
trouble has been both yours and mine.— 
But mother, I can't bear mine any longer, 
unless I drown them in the flowing bowl; 
and mother, I have caused you so much 
trouble by my drinking that I can do 
nothing now hut put an end to all, for I 
will drink to drown sorrow as lone as I 
can get liquor. 


"Dear mother, do not blame anybody 


but myself for all my wrongs, for there is 
none to blame but myself—no one. I had 
endearing words poured into my ears from 
a dear, dear mother, the best friend a man 
bason this earth; but mother I hope we 
will meet in heaven, that land of bright- 
ness, where trouble never comes. I wrote 
this. 
Your son, 
S. D. MILLER. 


"P. S. I ask forgiveness from all that I 


done any harm, and I forgive all also, and 
may we meet in heaven, that land of pure 
delight. 
Amen." 


After the reading of the above letter 


and hearing testimony, the jury gave the 
following as their verdict: 


"After examination of witnesses, we 


the jury, empanneled to enquire into the 
cause of the death of Sylvester D. Miller, 
whose body we have viewed, give as our 
verdict that he died from the effects of a 
pistol shot by his own hand." 


The evidence disclosedjthc fact that he 


shot himself in a room adjoining the one 
in which bis mother was.

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EABLY RAILROADING IN ILLINOIS. 


The First Railroad Built In the State 


or the.'Ml8si»»ippl Valley. 


Correspondence Qulncy Whig. 


, ILL., Pec. 26.— The first 


railroad ever built in Illinois was not 
what people would now call "a big 
thing"; but in those days it was some- 
thing "not to be sneezed at." It was 
built from this place to Springfield 
about forty years ago, and as the men 
who took part in that enterprise are 
nearly all gone, I avail myself of the 
opportunity to record some of the rec- 
ollections of two old citizens of this 
place, Mr. David Waldo and Mr. B. 


who had a hand in its construc- 


tion. 


EARLY RAILROADS OF THE COUNTRY. 


It is not enough to say that this little 


bit of road was the first ever built in 
Illinois; it was the first built in the 
Mississippi valley. 
The first road in 


the United States had been built about 
twelve years before, from Albany to 
Schcnectady, in the state of New York, 
and at the time of which I now write, 
one was in operation from Baltimore to 
Washington, and probably one or two 
short pieces of road elsewhere. They 
weie mere suggestions, however, of the 
prrat systems of roads of to-day, and 
it is an easy matter for the curious 
reader to find their location and the 
date of their construction by reference 
to any standard cyclopedia. 


THE FIRST CHARTER 


granted for the construction of a rail- 
road in Illinois, was granted to Gover- 
nor Joseph Duncan and his associates 
in 1833 or 1834. Duncan seems to 
have thought that, as he was a member 
of congress, he could command capital 
and influence to help on his prbjept; 
but when Eastern capitalists were ap- 
proached on the subject they laughed 
nt the idea, of building a railroad in a 
region which they regarded then as 
little better than n wilderness. 


Thus the enthusiasm of the first step 


was checked, and the project lagged un- 
til the winter of 1835-6. 
Duncan had 


then been elected governor of the state, 
notwithstanding his disaffection toward 
Jackson and the democrats; and in his 
first message he referred in the most 
plowing terms to the triumph of the 
canal boat and the locomotive in "al- 
most annihilating time, burthen and 
space," in other quarters of the coun- 
try, and wanted to know if the patriot 
bosoms of Illinois did not beat high to 
emulate such examples of internal im- 
provement. That year the' internal im- 
provement bill was passed, and the ear- 
lier project of Duncan's road was aban- 
doned. 


RAILROADS ON PAPER. 


Under the improvement bills roads 


were laid out for every quarter of the 
state. 
The map was checkered with 


them. 
The bill provided for a board of 


commissioners, and at the first meeting 
of that board it was decided to com- 
mence the first operations in Morgan 
county, on the line laid out as the 
Northern Cross Railroad— practically 
the line on which the Wabash road is 
now built — for in the internal improve- 
ment bill the points named for this 
road were Quincy, Mt. Sterling, Mere- 
dosin, Jacksonville, Springfield, Deca- 
tur. Danville and thence to the state 
line. 


COMING DOWN TO WORK. 


The contract for building that part 


of the road from Mcrcdosia to Spring- 
field was let to Thomas T. January, 
James Dunlap, Miron Leslie and Chas. 
Collins. 
It was surveyed by James

tor took their men, accompanied by a

K. Waldo, now living in New Orleans, 
a'id Dr. Owen M. Long, now Consul at 
1 \immia, were chosen speakers for the 
occasion. 
The toast-master of the day 


was SamuelTaluinge, a notod character 
of that period. 
The day was given up 


to speech-making, jollification and hi- 
larity, and it would be very interesting 
at this distance if one could report 
some of the wonderful orations deliv- 
ered. 
One of the toasts is distinctly 


recalled thus : 
-'Our friend, T. T. Jan- 


uary—a man with a cold name but a 


was brought by the way of St. Louis, 
and there delivered from the steamer 
Vandalia to the steamer Quincy, then 
run by J, H. and.E. Lusk, between St. 
Louis and this place. 


A WONDER ON WHEELS. 


The first locomotive that ever turn- 


ed a wheel in the Mississippi Valley 
was brought here in pieces and set up 
to operate this earliest Illinois railroad. 
It was made by Rogers, Grosvenor & 
Ketchum, of Newark, N. J., and was 
landed here from the steamer Quincy 
in the autumn of 1838, soon after the 
iron had been laid on the road. 
It was 


a curious little contrivance, and, as 
compared with the more modern con- 
struction of locomotives, was a consum- 
mate piece of clumsiness. 
The driving 


wheels were about 2£ feet in diameter, 
and, in every other respect, it compared 
equally well with the locomotives of 
to-day, 


6'ETTINQ THE TRAIN IN MOTION. 


A man by the name of Fields came 


out with the engine to set it up, and, on 
the day he got it on its feet, the jollifi- 
cation ran so high that he got off his, 
and had to be carrie^ to the hotel for 
repairs. 
On the way he protested that 


they were heaping undeserved honor 
upon him and begged to be laid down 
and treated as a man of no distinction 
or eminence. • He was the first engin- 
err on the road and he ran the little 
engine — which was called the Rogers — 
for about a month. 
Afterwards a man 


by the name of Hijggins ran it ; but he 
molted out some of thcfl,uos and 'at last 
got discharged for dissipation. Finally 
two young men by the flame of Gregory 
were put in charge of it, and after 
awhile they succeeded, in running the 
engine off the track .between New Ber- 
lin and Springfield. 


FALLINQ INTO DISGRACE. 


They seem to have been unable to re- 


place it on the track, for it lay out on 
the prairie for a year, or a year and a 
half, and was then sold to Gen. Sample 
who practically bankrupted himself in 
various futile efforts to reconstruct it 
into some sort of road engine for haul- 
ing freight across the country from Al- 
ton to Springfield in competition with 
the railroad. 
There was another en- 


gine put on the road, but it never set 
the river on fire. A citizen now living 
at Jacksonville tells how he started 
from 
Springfield 
one day with his 


horses and wagon just as the thing 
they called "the train" started, and he 
determined to run a race with it to 
Jacksonville. 
He kept ahead readily, 


and when about a mile from his desti- 
nation, it seemed to be gaining on him 
he whipped up a little and won the 
rrce. 
This story, of course, is to be 


taken cum grano sal-it for the flavor of 
the joke. 


THE LAST OF IT. 


.At last mules were substituted for 


the engine, and were usok till the road 
passed out of the hands of the State 
for the consideration of $100,000 in 
State indebtedness, its original cost to 
the State having 
been $1,000,000. 


Thus the State learned, ai a cost of 
$900,000, that it lacked, somewhere, in 
the matter of capacity for the success- 
ful conduct of railroad enterprise. 
The 


charter of the road was amended in 
1853 and it then took the name of the 
Great Western. 
It 
went into new 


hands. 
Trails were 
introduced, and 


everything relating to the first railroad 
in Illinois was swept away by the tide 
of modern railroad improvements.
